Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  addi  ng  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

Comments  on  significant  activity  prepared  by  Commodity  Programs,  Foreign  Agriculture 
Service,  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  February  13-February  19,  1981. 

Wheat :  Buyer  interest  was  quiet  this  week,  as  the  net  increase  in  sales  totaled  only 

453.200  metric  tons  (MT) ,  with  Egypt  the  major  purchaser  (219,500  MT) .  Exports  were 
moderate,  with  815,100  MT  shipped — mainly  to  Brazil  (130,800  MT) ,  China  (89,300  MT) ,  and 
the  Soviet  Union  (73,700  MT) . 

Corn :  Trading  was  quiet  this  week,  as  the  net  increase  in  sales  totaled  only  432,000 

MT.  Purchases  by  Portugal  (83,500  MT) ,  the  Netherlands  (67,100  MT) ,  and  Taiwan  (60,000 
MT)  accounted  for  approximately  one-half  of  the  new  business.  Export  activity  remained 
brisk,  with  1,373,500  MT  shipped — mainly  to  Japan  (177,200  MT) ,  the  Soviet  Union 
(166,400  MT) ,  Portugal  (151,000  MT) ,  Mexico  (106,900  MT) ,  and  Italy  (101,500  MT) . 

Rice :  Sales  activity  was  heavy  as  the  net  increase  in  sales  totaled  317,400  MT.  South 

Korea  was  the  major  purchaser,  taking  300,000  MT.  Export  activity  was  moderate,  with 
91,300  MT  shipped,  primarily  to  South  Korea  (59,700  MT) . 

Soybeans :  The  net  increase  in  sales  totaled  215,500  MT,  up  sharply  from  the  previous 

week.  The  bulk  of  the  sales  were  to  EC  and  East  European  countries.  Exports  (349,300 
MT)  were  off  42  percent  from  the  past  4-week  average,  with  the  major  destinations  the  EC 
countries  (150,200  MT) ,  Japan  (96,300  MT) ,  and  Spain  (80,900  MT) . 

Soybean  Meal:  The  net  increase  in  sales,  at  59,900  MT,  was  the  second  slowest  week  of 
the  season  and  only  22  percent  of  the  previous  week's  level.  Exports  (151,200  MT)  were 
off  18  percent  from  the  past  4-week  average,  with  the  Netherlands  (67,400  MT)  and 
Romania  (28,400  MT)  the  major  destinations. 

Soybean  Oil:  The  net  increase  in  sales  totaled  only  700  MT.  Exports  were  much  stronger 
at  16,300  MT,  up  36  percent  from  the  past  4-week  average.  Venezuela  (4,500  MT) , 

Pakistan  (4,100  MT) ,  and  Mauritius  (3,100  MT)  were  the  major  destinations. 

Cottonseed  Oil:  Sales  of  8,500  MT  were  reported  to  India,  the  first  of  the  season. 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  was  slow  this  week,  as  the  net  increase  in  sales  for  marketing 

year  1980/81  was  59,300  running  bales  (RB) ,  primarily  to  South  Korea  (30,700  RB) ,  Taiwan 
(11,500  RB) ,  Japan  (7,700  RB) ,  and  Hong  Kong  (6,100  RB) .  Marketing  year  1981/82  sales 
were  4,700  RB  to  Japan,  Thailand,  and  Taiwan.  Exports  declined  to  89,400  RB,  as 
shipments  to  China  were  only  5,500  RB.  Shipments  to  Europe  were  12  percent  and  to  Asia 
83  percent. 

Hides  and  Skins:  The  net  increases  in  sales  for  the  week  were  432,100  pieces,  of  which 

358.200  pieces  were  whole  cattle  hides.  The  major  buyers  of  whole  cattle  hides  were 
Japan  (175,700),  South  Korea  (66,300),  and  Mexico  (51,600).  Exports  for  the  period  were 
425,900  pieces.  The  main  destinations  for  whole  cattle  hides  were  Japan  (149,300), 
Romania  (76,300),  and  South  Korea  (48,400).
